of the tubes themselyes?—Very 
materially. If the tubes are not 
filled with water the temperature 
rises to.the danger point when a 
safety valve comes into operation. 
The tubes -become very hot.

Mr. Hacker then went on to 
“speak of a new well that was made 
in front of the Peninsula Hotel 
and of how ‘he observed the well 
worked on occasions. . “He stuted 
that when they first started to 
use the pumps they pumped. the 
well dry in a very short time and 
the pumps, lost their suction. 

| That happened on three of four 
oceasions. Witness added that 
when that happened the pumps

He went on to say that when the 
tubes leaked “they were re-tubed | 
and he saw such leaky tubes in his 
Shanghai office. He also saw de- 
fective tubes supplied from outside, 
concerned with (a 
breakdown, From the outside ap- 
pearance the damage appeared to 
be similar although he could not 
say that the cause of the damage 
wag the same. 

Mr. Hacker then went on to speak 
of the plant installed in the Hong- 
kong Hotel.
